and well noted in theTownesthat the little bird Aluttered 
{o often about M-. Pariſhes houſe, it happened that Dr. 
Batchcroft was incleaion tobe Maſtcr of Keys Colledge, 
which M-. rc: hearing of, faid, What 2 He > Why he 
15not a ht man to governe a Colledge ; which words 
came to D'. Barchcrefts cate, who afterwards upon ſome 
occaſion ſpeaking to M'. Wren, ſaid ; I thanke you Me. 
Wren, it ſcemes I had your good word, yet methinkes, I 
might be as fit a man to govcrne a Colledge, as you to 
governe a Pariſh ; which word ſtrooke M\ ren with 11- 
ence. 

After this, M', 7c» attained to the degree. of Dottor, 
and obtained to be Maſter of Peterhouſe, and was preter- 
red tobe Clerke of the Kings Cloſet 3 where he got the

who brought in uſe againe, Latine ſervice in his Col-. 
ledge, thinking that young Students being trained up 
therein, and uſed thereto, would be an introduction to 
Larm ſervice in Churches; which when [Ie ſhould come 
to be Archbiſhop, might be efteed * and in the meane 
time, thought it would be excuſable if -any queſtion 


ſhould ariſe, becauſe the Rubrick of the Service books 


dothallow private praycts 1n any tongue that they them- 
felves doe underſtand, (perhaps intending forrainers and 
ſtrangers Churches here in England) which words he 
ſpicd,and wreſted to his own adyantage; and fo bronghr 
up Latine Service in Peter-howſe ; and by his example, 
ſome other Colledges did the hke.

Altar, and to doe 1t Comal: he firſt for many cauſes 
him moving, makes an Altar of a Table, and mrnes it 
Altar-wiſc, that ſo it may have an Altars place, and after 


that it onely wants the name, and for that purpoſe he. 


will not all on a ſudden baptize it anew ; but firlt promiſ- 
cuouſly confounds the names of Table,and Altar; calling 


- 1t ſometimes one, ſometimes another ; and an Altar in 


one {enſc,and a Table in another,that ſo,at laſt he might 
call it an Altar altogether 3 and then being an Altar in- 
deed, and having both name and place, the materialls ( if

Icarned than ever Biſhop Wc: was, and rather requiring 
the Doctors of rhe Chaire to be Church-wardens, and 
come to Biſhop #rens Vifitations. And thus it pleaſed 
the great wiſdome of God to befor this doltiſh Aﬀe, as 
not to (cc his owne blind toolifhnefle in thefe and: many 
{ich like abhominable abſlurdicics put upon the poore 
Church-wardens. Which Articles with hus other lewd 
and tyrannous demeanour » made fuch hayock in the 
Church, vexed and moleſted the Church Officers, gric- 
yed the people, excommunicated, prefenteds moleſted, 
ſa many innocent people, ſuſpended, deprived, baniſhed, 
begger'd, ſo many honeſt, able, religious, paintull Mini- 
ſters, that this miſcreant wretch , the devills Plow- 
Chuile, did even harrow up the whole Countrey, ſo 
that he brought it into a molt nuſerable caſe, as eyer did 
any Antichriſtian Prelate.

T His wicked rc» having thus milchinouatly behaved 
© himſelte m Hereford , and having. made ſuch huely 
burly, and ſuch ſtirres, that all the whole Countrey was 
12 gticte; vexation, and unquictneſſe, and having '(wept 
out, by one villanous trick or other, by one tyrannicall 
prattifc or other, all the molt paintull; honeſt, and belt 
Mmittcrs ; .and in thor _ brought mn 1dlc _—_

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dumb curres,idoll Shepheatds,and Altar-cringing Aﬀes, 
and chereby having rendred the Countrey very flexible 
2nd tratable to Arminianiſme, Papiſme, Prelatiſme, or 
Atheiſme, partly by teare of his tyranny and cruel] pra- 
tiles, and partly by raking away their good and ftaithfull 
Shepheards, who ſtood in the gap, and would be ready 
to ſpeake tor the truths fo that the Countrey might ſeeme 
very reducible to Popery tor any ſucceedant, and being 
become very diſquiet and dangerous for himſelte fo od1- 
ouſly hated,to reſide 1n it any longer,under whoſe heavy 
burden and. preffure the Countrey groaned, in ſo ſhort a 
timc;it was now become high time for that little devill 
curlt Canterbary, to beſtirre himſelfe for his Journeyman 
Wrens ſake, and toprevent a forcible detruſion or ſome 
{uch dangerous attempt, he thought it beſt by a timely 
cranſlation to take him away, both to. reward his d1li- 
gent ſervice, by promoting him to a better place, and to 
rid him of the cumberſome enterpriſes he had entred 
roo far into,(haying done all that could be done or deſ1- 
red inthat place,) and alſo to make way for his turther 
ſervice, to doe as much in another Dioccſſe; heprocured 
with all haſte; care, and diligence, his tran{lation to the 
Dioceſle of Norwich; too good anclt tor ſuch. a ſhame- 
tull uncleane bird. 


io, His fencing and depriving fiftie or fixtie Miniſters, 


ND no ſooner was this Marthew miſchiefe, or wic- 

ked Wren (cttled i the Prelaticall dignity of Norwich, 
and being very mindful] and ſtudious of his Arch-ma- 
{ters will and pleaſure, and knowing ſingularly well, that 
nothing could be ſo pleaſing and acceptable to curſed 
Canterbury, as todoe miſchicic enough, to perſecute all 
S00d religious people, to oppoſe all profeſſion of Relt- 
£10n to hinder all good Preaching, to root out all pra- 
Ctiſc of Religion, to-prophanc the Sabbath, to forbid all 
LeEtures and attcr-noone Sermons, to ſuſpend, filence, 
deprive, baniſh, umpriſon, and ruine all good r—_— 
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faithfullPaſtours, honeſt Mrriſters, and faithfull labou« 
ers in Gods harvelt, that ſo there might be none lefr 
that could teach the Word ſincerely, cruely, powettully, 
none that durit proteſle and praftile Religion honetily, 
uptightly, boldly, thercby to make wiy tor Popery, the 
onely thing i the world, which he knew very weil (#7- 
terbury defired and aymed at, and at which he ſaw him 
drive with all his torce;bur prefemtly this ungodly wretcta 
was ſo tar from mending his manners ſince he lete Here- 


ford, that rather growing worle, by (ceing how Canrer- 


bury had fuck to him, and rewarded his former pro- 
jeds, he falls ro worke luſtily, withour exher feare or 
wit, and profecutes his purpoſe, {o keenely, ſo cagerly, 
aSit he were ſtarke m4dde, and not a Miniſter in the 
whole Countrey, though never fo conformable a man, 
if he be but any reaſonable Preacher, but chat he will 
have him downe, and doth fo beltirre himſelfe, thar at 
onc Viiteation he ſilenced, {uſpended, deprived, impriſo- 
ned, or drave out of the Countrey, no leſfe than fittic or 
threeſcore of the beſt Miniſters un the Countrey, all ar 
one clap, and turned many of them,their wives and chul- 
dren, our of all rheir living and maintenance, for any 
thing he cither knew or cated a begging. 


11. His fplencwig of Maſter Ward of Ipſwich, 


His notorious wicked wretch.this Marthew miſchicte 
was in theſe his wicked atts and lewd enterpriſcs, ſo 
far trom bearing with age, reverencing grace, regarding 
learning an1 rue abilities tor the Miniſtery, reſpecting 
aines, or commiſerating the wants of ramibies and chul- 
dren. that hc {till wuh-ut any of theſe reſpeAs aymed 
principally ro doe the molt hurr to the beſt men, his care 
was chicfly ro ſuppreſie good men to oppreſle religious 
men, to repiefle all pictic and grace, and to impreſle his | 
ſtampe ot Arminianiſme and Popery 1n all places where 
he had to doe. Among many other honeſt, good, and 


oraciqus men» who telt the ſting of this venomous Score 
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ions taile,that ancient, famow,good, and painfull man, 
Maſter ward of Ipſwich, was one who becauſe he was an 
able, eminent, and noted man, therefore ſo much rhe 
more at him didthus venomous Viper ſwell, and tooke 
ſuch ſpecdy courſe to bring him downe,that he never re- 


ſed till he had it cfliefted. 


12. His putting in wicked and corrupt Arminian Miniſters. 


AND as gs infamous wretch, and lewd Prelate, was 

* moſt vehemently cucumſpett to watch all opportu- 
nitics to:doe all the harme he could in the Churchzto fpic . 
all advantages againſt all good men; to be notoriouſly 
fubtill in finding faults mightily aggravating the '{ma]- 
leſt, where he fqund any ; wonderimlly cunning t9 make 
faults where none were, deſperately wicked, toout-face 
the innocent, to ſuſpend honeſt Mwniſters for ſcarce any 
cauſcto ſilence thera without a cauſe, nor ſuffering rhem 
co preach atter-noones without. his Licenſe, which per- 
haps he would not grant, to deprive the beſt mers forne- 
times fot very {mall cauſes, ſometimes and moſt often 
for denying his innovations, imprifoning,degrading,ba- 
miſhing for what cauſc he plcaſed ,. or meetely. far his. 
plcaſure, the poore men being utterly remedilefle ; the 
Arch-antichriſt, andthis his Journcyman Prelace being 
both ſo vehemently reſolute to ſweepe out all that they 
thought untrattable to Popery, ſo to empty the Chur- 


ches, to voyd the Countrey of all good men, ro make 


way for innovations and mutations, and as he was like- 
wile molt cager, keen, and active, toinnovare, change, 
alter, and detorme what he pleaſed in; or concerning: the 
Church, to ereEt Altars, to remove Tables, to make 
calles, to ſer up T apers and Candleſticks, golden plate'on 
Alrars, embroydred and carved images, crucifixes;Saints 
pictures,and ſych Babylonicall idolatries, ſo was he moſt 
icrvently zealous,and moſt wonderfully carefull to intro- 

duce a Munittery that ſhou!d yeeld toall things, tobring 
agfuchas he kacw molt certainly to be for all tunes, for 


all 
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all purpoſes, for all matters whatſoever ſhould be put up- 
on them, ſuch as would be willihg to omir preaching, 
to obſerve bowing, crowching, cringing 3 to ſet up A}- 
tats, to worſhip Altars, to {peake tor Altars, to preach 
tor Altars, and to be ready to alter both the Church and 
themſelves at his will and pleaſure, and frame themſelves 
for all {1zes; for otherwiſe though he had been never 
waly, and circumſpect to root out all good Preachers, 
never f{o aCtiveanddiligent to bring in innovations and 
alterations, all had been in vane, all to no purpole with- 
out this, without placing and bringing in ſuch as were- 
for his purpoſe, and therefore this he was molt carcfull 
of, this he thought would make ſure worke for all the 
reſt,ſo that hereby we may be certaine what tothinke of 


them that he thus brought into.Churches. 
13. His Worſhipping the Sacrament of his Altar, 


ND thus this Matthew mifchiete;,. or wicked Wren, 
having thus ungracioufly efteed the moſt of his 
damnable plots, facinorous acts and idolatrous ſervices, 
practiſing. ſo much ſuperſtition in his owne perſon, and 
compelled others to the ſame, having rooted out like a 
wild Borc, many hundreds of better men than himſfelfe, 
having waſted the Church, and made hayock ofthe fer- 
vants of God, and having ſetup ſo much idolatry, and 
compelled ſo many thouſands ro the ſame, to the eter- 
nall hazard of. their ſouls, partly by fore conſtraining 
them to bow downe to his altars and images, and partly 
by ſleightand ſatanicall cunning, deluding them in cau- 
| {ingall the pewes and ſeats to be {o contrived, that the 
people muſt of neceſlitie knecle downe and bow towards 
rhe Eaſt» where he had placed his Altar Altar-wile, and 
having exerciſed his whale power, might, andauthori- 
Lic, tor the ſuppreſſing of powerfull preaching, protubi- 
ting all Sundayes after- noone- Sermons, weeke-day-ver- 
mons, and all catechifing » except the common Cate= 


chiſme in the Seryice-Booke, and all exppſition of that

Catechiſime, but onely the bare Queſtion and Anſwer, 
leaſt as he and his Othicers ſaid, the expounding of the 
C:cechiſme and Service-Booke, ſh uld be as ill as Prea- 
ching ; and commanding all Bells to be rung alike, that 
thereby people ſhould not know where any Sermons 
wcre, and where onely prayers were; and having thus 
ſer humſelfe wholv againſt Preaching, and not that one= 
ly, bur 1ikew:ſe againſt prayer, nor ſuffering any prayer 
betore Sermons, but onely that inthe thirty-ninch Ca- 
non, anotabic piece of Canonicall non-ſence, nor ſuffe- 
ring any prayer at all atter Sermons but onely Gloria pa- 
tri, &c, He grew ſtill more and more rooted in fin and 
not onely bowed to the Altar,bur alſo bowing to the Sa- 
crament,and elevating it aboyc lis head,that the people, 
being behind his back, with his face towards the Eaſt, 
might ſce the ſame above his head, as the Prieſt uſcth to 
doe in Maſſe, which the Papiſts call the elevation of the 
Hoſt;zat which elevation they ule to fall downe and wor- 
ſhip ic, ſo char Sathan having tully poſſeſt his heart, in 
ſtead of growing berter,he waxed continually worſe and 
worſe, ſo that itis marvellous to conſider, that one impe 
of the devill, though he were poſlefſed with a legion 
ot devilis, ſhould doe hum fo great ſervice in ſo ſhort a 
tume. 2 


4. His tranſlation to Ely, 


ND now, laſtly, having committed ſo many outra- 

ges, and villanies, and filled ſo many Countreys with 
ſo much ſuperſtition, idolatry, and Popety, and having 
ſilenced, excommunicated, deprived, or.baniſhed ſo ma- 
ny honeſt Miniſters, beſ1des all others, at kealt fittie god- 
ly, learned: and painiujl Miniſters, in two yeares ſpace, 
with many more other times ; and having fo playd the 
arch-perſecuter, that Eng /and never had nor heard of the 
Ike; tar wotſc by many degrees, than ever bloudy Box- 
mer, Or glaceletle Gardiner were, their Religion, times, 
and lawes conſidered, and compared with this wicked 
Wrens; © 
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Wrens; he grew ſo hatcefully odiouſly abominable againe 


ro the very vulgar ani common people. that fol teare = 
leaſt Ipſwich Sea-men ſtould hurt his ſatanicall corps , 
he ſmeit no Muſtard, and for the ſafctie of his perſon» 
was glad ſom certaine time to make buttons 1n private, 
{tanding in great need of his old arch-tricnd ani Maſter- 
Prelate once againe to ſtand 1s Journeyman-Biſhop un 
ſome ſtcad by a triendly and timely tranſlation, leaſt by 
ſome violent miſchance or other, Gregory ſhould be 
wronged of his duc cxpeCtations, which his ſure friend 
and Maſter the arch-prelate, nor unmindtull of his ſtate, 
nor forgertull pt his ſervices ( whom he intends for his 
owne ſucceffqur at his advancement to the papall chaire, 
if Gregory crofſe not them both in the very nick ) he be- 
friends him with a deſired removall to the unwelcom- 
ming chaire of Ely, where his goodneſle not much en 
crealing he ſtayes, expeCtins onely one other tranſlation
